As redrafted under an agreement

Board Would Control Securities. 
The most important change made 


n the original' administration's draft 
provides that instead of the corpora- 
tion's director, a "capital issues com- 
mittee" of five members, appointed 
by the federal reserve board and com- 
prising three of its members, would 
license and control security issues of 
$100,000 or more. 


Another amendment written 
into 


the bill restricts the corporation to 
make loans direct to private industry. 
The committee also provided that in- 
stead of issuing short term notes with 
which to secure funds with which to 
extend financial aid to industry, bonds 
running from one to five years shall 
be issued up to eight times the cap- 
ital stoclc of the corporation. 


Provisions Limit Direct Loans. 
Interest rates on ad%'anees are fixed 


at % of one per cent instead of one 
per cent in excess of the discount rate 
in the respective federal reserve dis- 
tricts. The period of advancement to 
savings banks was extended from 90 
days to one ears. 


The new provision limiting direct 


loans provides that the directors shall 
have power to make advances directly 
(1) to any corporation owning or con- 
trolling directly or through stock own- 
ership, any railroad or public utility 
and (2) to any firm, corporation or 
association conducting an established 
and going business whose operations 
are necessary or contributory to the 
prosecution of the war; provided that 
such advances shall be made only in 
such cases as the board of directors 
in their discretion shall determine to 
be of exceptional importance to the 
public interest. Such advances may be 
made for periods not exceeding live 
years, from the passage of this act 
upon such terms and upon such se- 
curity and subject to such rules and 
regulations as may be prescribed from 
time to time by the board of directors 
of the corporations with the approval 
of tho secretary of the treasury.

corporation shall have 
and 
retain 


power to require additional security 
from time to time.

American Red Cross Sends Out No- 


tice That There Is no Value In 
Campaign, Conducted by Sincere 
Workers to K\ tract Djes — riiui 
Launched

business men, and 


others oi this city who have started 
saving cancelled postage stamps, be- 
lieving that they would thus be aiding 
refugee woi-k in Belgium, ate hereby

Cross disci edits the movement de- 
claring that it "is absolutely false." 


At the request of smcore workers 


of the lied Cross, many people have 
begun saving the stamps in order to 
provide food and clothing for Belgian 
babies. The plan, which was intro- 
duced in Oneonta from Binghamton. 
was to gather these stamps and se^id 
them to Belgium, where, by a special 
method, tho dye in the ink would be 
extracted.

Claimed that 1,000 stamps were suffi- 
cient 
to provide necessaries for a 


refugee baby for a month. 


When The Star learned of the cam- 


paign it sounded incredulous. 
In- 


vestigation showed that 1,000 such 
stamps at their original face value 
could not be worth more than SJJj; 
while it costs approximately $13 a 
month to support a child. It was 


o found that a sheet of 1,000 


stamps n-ould be about 24 inches by 
30 inches, and that the ink on such a 
page would not be worth more than 
a, fraction of a cent.

Income-tax figures recently made 


pnbllc show that Uncle Sam collected 
taxes on three times ns many $1,000,- 
000 Incomes In 1917 as in 101C. 


Whether this means »oro Americans 


are rolling tip massive fortunes from 
the war or merely that the government 
had "uncovered" many more big in- 
comes to tasr, is being asked, by con- 
gressmen.

Eoper, commissioner of in- 
ternal revenue. 


Staggering as Is this total, however, 


It is less than one-fourth the total of 
estimated Internal revenue for the cur- 
rent fiscal year. It Is estimated that 
$3,400,000,000 will be raised In the year 
ending June 30, 1918, $2,500,000,000 of 
•which will come from excess profits 
and income taxes. 


Illinois led In the production of dis- 


tilled spirits with 79,320,617 gallons. 
Indiana was second with 43,361,270 
gallons, and Kentucky third, with 36,- 
441,778 gallons. 
_ The First and Second New York dis- 
tricts led In total collections, which In- 
cluded Income-tax returns. The Fifth 
Illinois or Peoria district maintained 
its lend in r-'oduction of distilled spir- 
its with 62,230,234 gallons, ns com- 
pared with 51,607,972 for the fiscal 
year 1916. This was nearly three times 
the production of Its nearest competi- 
tor, the Seventh Indiana district.
